He  surrenders  him- 
self to  God,  by  faith  in  Jesus,  and  leans  on 
him.  Paul  says  (2  Tim.  1:12).  “I  know 
whom  I have  believed,  and  am  persuaded  that 
he  is  able  to  keep  that  which  I have  com- 
mitted unto  him  against  that  day.”  Couple 
with  this  what  David  says  (Ps.  37:24)-  “The 
Lord  upholdeth  him  with  his  haud,”  anu  we 
fin4  him  committed  to  God  and  in  his  hand. 
The  little  child,  who  puts  himself  in  his 
mother’s  hand  for  safety,  is  as  safe , and  will 
be  as  long  as  safety  is  needful,  as  the  mother’s 
love  and  ability  can  make  it  so.  Just  so  the 
sinoer.  who  by  faith  in  Jesus,  puts  himself  in 
God’s  hand,  is  as  safe  and  will  ever  be  as 
Goffs  grace  and  power  can  make  it  so.
